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Incumbents keep school board seats

Incumbents were the toast of 
the Romulus City Clerk’s office 
Tuesday night when they were 
re-elected to four-year-terms on 
the Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Educatioa 

Celeste Roscoe, 48, and 
trustee Ken Meinkiewicz, 63, 
edged out challengers Eugene 
Robinson and Danielle Fhnder- 
burg, earning 463 and 427 votes, 
respectively. Robinson received 
277 votes, and Funderburg 
earned 272. Both wirmers have 
served one term. 

The 768 votes cast represent 
only 5 percent of the 18,000 regis¬ 
tered voters in the city, said Clerk 
Linda Choate. 

“In terms of turnout it’s been 
pretty bad all day,” she said. “At 
some polling locations, we had 
less than 10 voters.” 

Nevertheless, Roscoe said she 


wanted to thank the people who 
did get out and vote for her on an 
exceptionally rainy Tliesday. 

“I want to thank everyone 
because it shows the people like 
the work I’ve been doing for the 
past four years,” she said. “I love 
what I do, and it’s great to know 
I’ll be able to keep on ding it for 
another term. 

She also said she’s ready to 
roll up her sleeves immediately. 

“We have so much to do right 
now,” Roscoe said. ‘This is gen¬ 
erally a very busy time for the 
board.” 

Meinkiewicz was unreachable 
for comment for this story 
Tuesday. 

The candidates, along with 
the five other members of the 
Romulus School Board, face an 
especially trying budget situation 
as district personnel is in transi¬ 
tion. The board hired a new 
superintendent to lead the dis¬ 
trict last week, but faces more

After an aggressive interview 
process that included meetings 
with community members and 
tours of the candidates’ places of 
work, Carl J. Weiss has been 
selected as the new superinten¬ 
dent of Romulus Community 
School. 

Weiss, the current deputy 
superintendent of Dearborn 
District 7, begins work as the 
superintendent July 1. He will 
work in conjunction with Joel 
Carr, who will stay on at the dis¬ 
trict until his official retirement 
in Au^st. The seven-member 
Romulus Community School 
Board voted 6-1 to hirfe:llta a^r 
marathon interview'pl^e® of 
nine candidates., 

Weiss, who learned the job 
was his last week, said he’s look¬ 
ing forward to a new challenge in 
a much larger district 

“I am really looking forward 
to meeting and working with the 
citizens of Romulus and the 
members of the Romulus educa¬ 
tion community,” he said. “ I 
believe we can all work together 
to continue to provide the very 
best educational opportunities 
possible for all Romulus chil- 
drea” 

Compensation for the position 
of superintendent equals 
$150,000.

At Dearborn 7, Weiss and 
Superintendent Susan Backman 
oversaw a six-school district with 
about 1,900 students. In 
Romulus, Weiss vidll oversee an 
eight-school district with 4,300 
students. 

School Board Trustee Celeste 
Roscoe said the decision to nar¬ 
row the field to one candidate 
was difficult 

‘This was really tremendous¬ 
ly difficult because all of the can- 
didates we interviewed were 
highly qualified and had excel¬ 
lent credentials,” she said. “This 
was a long process for us all, 
especially because we know that 
whomever we choose for the job 
is going to have tremendous 
impact” 

Weiss began his career in edu¬ 
cation more than 25\years ago 
after he earned his bachelor’s of

Area residents will soon gather 
the annual Relay Fbr Life, which 
generates funds for cancer-related 
charities. 

The third annual Relay Fbr Life 
of Belleville will take place from 10 
a.m.-10 a.m. on May 20 and 21 at 
Belleville High School. 

Relay for Life is the American 
Cancer Society signature event 
that raises ftmds and awareness of 
cancer research and patient pro¬ 
grams. 

For 24 hours, teams of family, 
friends and co-workers camp out 
and take turns walking the track 
Each team is asked to have a rep¬ 
resentative on the track at all times 
as a reminder that cancer never 
sleeps, according to Renay Weiss- 
Stansell, community development 
director for the American Cancer 
Society Metro-Detroit area service 
center 

“Relay For Life is a unique 
opportunity for people from all 
walks of life to come together to 
honor those that are battling the 
disease, remember loved ones lost 
to cancer and band together in the 
fight against cancer,” she said. 

“We’re growing this year and 1 
have no doubt the event will be a 
huge success,” Weiss Stansell 
added. 

Last year, 17 teams participated 
in Belleville to generate more than 


$46,362. This year, the goal is even 
higher—$68,000. So far, 22 teams 
have signed up.

Participating cancer survivors 
are given commemorative pins or 
sashes to wear as they lead a spe¬ 
cial victory lap around the track to 
start the event and in honor of 
their triumph over cancer The lap 
will take place at 10 am. 

“The victory lap is one of the 
most moving experiences of my 
life,” said Sheralee Renton, chair 
of the event “Each year I’m over¬ 
whelmed by the crowds of people 
who surround the track cheering 
on survivors. It reminds me that 
I’m not alone in my fight against 
cancer” 

At the heart of this event is the 
luminaria ceremony, which occurs 
after sundowa The small, candlelit 
bags are decorated with the names 
of people who have faced cancer 


and line the track often into the 
morning hours. 

“The sight of the luminaria 
glowing in the darkness is breath¬ 
taking,” said Renton. “The lumi¬ 
naria ceremony brings to light the 
impact cancer has had on our com¬ 
munity and inspires us to do every¬ 
thing possible to find a cui'e.” 

New this year, the relay will 
have the “wall of hope” banner to 
receive as many signatures as pos¬ 
sible, which will then be taken to 
the celebration on the hill in 
September in Washington D.C., 
according to Weiss-Stansell. 

“Once in Washington about 
4,500 banners will be put together 
for a large wall of hope to show 
how much support we have,” she 
said. 

The event will also include 
music by area entertainers the 
Belleville Community Band and 
April Gibson, along with a DJ and 
children’s activities. 

“We’re always looking for par¬ 
ticipants until the day of the 
event,” said Weiss-Stansell. 
“There’s a lot going on for every¬ 
one to come out”

The enemy is money 

Those who want to save the Historic Wayne Theater have opened the 
doors to city inspectors today. 

The goal of the tour is to give the volunteers some idea of the kind of 
repairs they need to make to bring the facility up to code—^and therefore 
have it taken off the Dangerous Building list It’s the first solid step 
toward the preservation of the theater and a needed one if it is ever to 
see viable use agaim 

So far in this process, everyone has done the right thing. Granted, that 
has mostly been talking—although volunteers at the theater have done a 
good job of sprucing up the interior and making what minor repairs they 
could. 

Still, the communication is a positive siga The folks on the theater 
side say they want to work with the city, get things in order and have the 
theater open within a year They’ve got fundraisers planned, a marketing 
campaign all but set to go and people interested in moving in already. 

The discussion has been just as encouraging, on the siuface, from the 
city perspective. City officials have said they want to work with the 
Historic Theater Board of Directors to clear up the issues at the 70-year- 
old structure on Michigan Avenue. They suggested the tour as the first 
step in that cooperatioa At the same time, though, they warn that they’ve 
heard it all before and they’re tired of empty promises. 

Because it is far easier to work with the volunteers than against them, 
we hope this spirit of cooperation continues. If it does, there may be 
hope for the aging structure, after all. 

It still won’t be an easy job, though. Even if city officials and theater 
volunteers cooperate fully, the preservationists have a huge undertaking 
ahead of them. Their biggest obstacle won’t be resistance on the part of 
city officials, it will be finding the money to do what they need to do. 

It’s difficult to tell exactly how much the preservation effort will cost 
It will probably still be difficult to get a handle on those expenses even 
after the walk through. Everybody knows it won’t be cheap, though. One 
of the things that will be needed is a sprinkler system, and those are 
expensive. The city just approved a bid for a system at the Wayne 
Historical Museum—^which could probably fit on the stage of the the¬ 
ater—and it cost nearly $50,000. 

The biggest advantage the theater people have to work with is the 
structure. They should get used to giving tours to perspective revenue 
sources, for it is virtually impossible to stand inside there and not feel 
the potential singing fixjm the aging walls. 

There must be a better way 

Wayne City Council members face some difficult decisions when they 
go through the budget for the 2006-2007 fiscal year 

Council members got their first look at the proposed budget Monday 
night and it was as City Manager John Zech warned it would be: a 
trimmed down version that proposes layoffs and cutbacks on programs. 
He said it was, in many ways, unlike any other budget he’s prepared for 
the 15 years he’s been doing it 

The proposed budget showed potential layoffs in the police and fire 
department as well as the parks and recreation department reduced 
spending on events like the Wayne Wheelfest—the beginning of which 
also happened Monday night when council members rescinded a con¬ 
tract that would have brought an Elvis Presley tribute to the popular 
summer festival. 

It also questioned the necessity—or at least the ability of the city to 
fund—the D.AR.E. program as well as the middle school and high 
school police officer positions. 

It essentially provided for basic services and little else.

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Every life has a stoiy to tell 


Dingman. 

Oddly familiar, the name circulated in my brain, 
looking for something to connect with. 

Steven Dingman, 48, of Wayne. 

“Where do I know that name from?” I asked SgL 
Daniel Juras, the lead investigator in his murder It 
was a rhetorical question, but he answered it anyway. 

“I couldn’t tell you,” he said, a cop’s no-nonsense 
answer. 

“Did he have any kind of history?” I asked. 

Nothing recenL was the reply. The Wayne Police 
Department had a few contacts with him several 
years ago, but nothing while I had been covering the 
city. 

Juras said he often walked in the area of 
Michigan Avenue and Elizabeth streets, near where 
he was eventually killed, and that many people knew 
him. 

I hung up, scratching my head. I wouldn’t find the 
answer for a day or two. 

Even then, the answer didn’t come from some 
new information, but rather something I realized 
was missing: a man who I had, indeed, often seen in 
the neighborhood, walking along Michigan Avenue 
or Clark StreeL through the parking lot of the old 
Fhrmer Jack’s building. 

I did know Steven Dingman, I just never took the 



time to learn his name. 

He usually carried an empty 
plastic bag with him. Sometimes 
there was a returnable bottle or two inside it He 
tried to sell one of our staff members 100 light 
bulbs, once. I had helped him out a few times until 
my own financial situation got to the point where I 
had to count every penny. After that it was a sorry 
smile and a shake of the head, at first and irritation 
later oa 

Now he was gone. 

His tragedy spurred a lot of interest We got a lot of 
calls here at the office about him, whether the family 
would do some kind of wake and when that would 
be. I didn’t know, but I tried to find out A call to his 
sister went unanswered and I didn’t call back, won¬ 
dering if I had found the right number I wanted to 
tell his story. 

That thought stuck with me a week later as I head¬ 
ed to another funeral, this one for Audrey Hicker, a 
celebrated Wayne resident who ran the senior ser¬ 
vices department for more than 20 years and left an 
eternal mark on the community. 

I learned more about her life in that hour, ' 
crammed with dozens of friends, family and well- ;

Is no place safe for children? 


What’s happening in our schools today is sad. 

Last week. North Middle School in Belleville was 
added to the list of area schools that have experi¬ 
enced a bomb threat 

Students and staff were evacuated from the school 
last Wednesday after officials found the words along 
the lines of “it’s a bomb in school” written on the boy’s 
lavatory wall EJveryone was evacuated and a K-9 unit 
was sent in to search the building. No explosives 
were found and no one was hurt The scary part 
though, is that no one knows if it was a prank or not 

Back in the day, a prank in school was something 
like setting off the fire alarm or letting a toilet over¬ 
flow (neither of which is necessarily a good thing), but 
threatening to blow up a building, killing innocent 
people? What is the world coming to? 

Other neighboring school districts have also expe¬ 
rienced the same type of scaiie. Inkster High School 
had a bomb threat phoned in and Northville High 
School also found a threatening message in a boy’s 
lavatory. 

Ironically, the first known school bomb threat hap¬ 
pened in Bath, Michigan in 1927, according to the 
(tenter for Problems through the Office of Comipunity 
Oriented Policing Services, U.S. Department of 
Justice. Unfortunately, I’m sure this most recent inci¬ 
dent in Michigan will not be the last either 

Statistically, school is still one of the safest places 


children can spend their time, 
according to the Michigan State 
Police, but with numerous 
threats to the schools, how much 
longer will that statistic hold true? 

As part of the emei^ency response plan in the Van 
Buren Public School District, if a bomb threat is 
made, the procedure requires administrators to eval¬ 
uate the threaL determine if an evacuation is needed, 
notify the superintendent and if the threat is valid, 
call 911, activate the crisis management team, evacu¬ 
ate the building and let the police/bomb officials 
determine when it is safe to re-enter. All bomb 
threats—whether or not deemed valid for evacua¬ 
tion—must be reported to the police, according to the 
response plaa 

If an explosive device is found the procedure is 
similar: notify the superintendent call 911, activate 
the crisis management team, evacuate the building 
and let the police/bomb officials determine when it is 
safe to re-enter. 

The Michigan State Police also suggest other 
actions to help school administratore and teachers 
prepare to deal with bomb threats and explosives, 
like hosting school board meetings with parents to 
discuss possible solutions for dealing with bomb

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Price of information has gone 


A few things are a given in 
reporting, and as arrogant as it 
sounds, city-provided informa¬ 
tion free of chaiige is one of them. 

The most common free infor¬ 
mation reporters get is our coun¬ 
cil packets. Fbr anyone who does¬ 
n’t follow the goings-on of jour¬ 
nalists, a packet contains paper 
copies of all initiatives - and sup¬ 
porting background stuff - that 
will be discussed by elected offi¬ 
cials at public meetings. 

I guess I’ve always taken for 
granted that this practice would 
be applied to the budget process, 
and normally, it is; All seven of 
our reporters have big, bulky 
books from one or more munici¬ 
palities that they’re examining. 
We’re only missing one budget - 
that’s from the City of Romulus. 


Having the book in-hand 
makes it easier to go along with 
what’s being said at budget hear¬ 
ings, and it’s a good way to dou¬ 
ble check oneself - we’re bound 
to be as accurate as possible, and 
to leave as little as possible up to 
coruecture in our reporting 
But my several requests for a 
budget booklet have been thwart¬ 
ed - I’m being told it’s because of 
a charter provisioa This is puz¬ 
zling; the city is generally very 
good about providing informa- 
tioa I was, however, told I could 
pay $15 for a booklet 

No other municipality has this 
provisioa Usually, municipalities 
make it fairly easy to access a 
budget booklet because they’re 
concerned about misinformation 
getting out 


When cities make it difficult a 
reporter has to wonder, what’s in 
the document that officials are 
leery about? 

One official told me off the 
record that the city didn’t want 
anything reported until the bud¬ 
get process was completely 
ironed out and public hearing 
had taken place. But covering the 
budget process - and what 
aspects of the document are 
changed - often tells readers 
more about what’s happening in 
the city than the final result does.

threats, installing caller LD. or a trapped 
trace’ on all telephones within the buUding 
that accept incoming calls and informing 
students and parents through a district 
school letter that the length of the school 
year will be increased for every day of 


instruction lost due to a bomb threat. 
Officials also suggest installing a surveil¬ 
lance camera system and use ‘dummy cam¬ 
eras’, as well as cameras with a time delay 
and publicizing a message clearly stating 
threats will not be tolerated within the 
school system. They also surest a zero tol¬ 
erance policy concerning threats of vio¬ 
lence. 

Yes, the world’s a scary place, but appar¬ 
ently, so are America’s schools.

A moving stoiy 
of Sept 11,2001 


Watching Urdted 93, the first 
studio attempt to portray the 
Sept 11,2001 terrorists attacks, 
is like hving that terrible day all 
over again; when the majority 
of Americans huddled inside 
on a beautiful fall morning, par¬ 
alyzed and wondering what in 
the hell was going oa 

Few felt more in the dark 
and helpless than the people 
whose job it was to know pre¬ 
cisely that The air traffic con¬ 
trollers stared at the blips on 
their screen moving disturbing¬ 
ly off course and incommunica- 
do. Military commanders 
barked into telephones to get 
approval to shoot down, if nec¬ 
essary, the hijacked planes. 
And in Florida, the President 
gaped wide-eyed at elemen¬ 
tary school children as 
Andrew Card whis¬ 
pered the news 
the World 
Trade 
Center had been 
attacked. 

The action of the terrorists 
still stings as much as the fail¬ 
ure of our government to keep 
us safe, so the stories that touch 
us most are the ones that tell of 
the brave souls who did 
their best to cope with 
the circum¬ 
stances. 

The 
firefight¬ 
ers, police 
officers and para¬ 
medics who rushed 
into the doomed towers 
were much- lauded heroes, 
and deservingly so. United 93 is 
a brilliant tribute to what 
shouldn’t remain a subplot in 
the story of that day. 

The film shows the 37 pas¬ 
sengers of United Airlines 
Flight 93 arrive sl6epy-headed 
for an early flight from Newark 
to San FVancisco. To the flight 
crew’s relief, the plane is far 
below capacity: it’ll be an easy 
morning. They go through the 
safety shtick; make sure the 
seats are upright; the passen¬ 


gers make uninter¬ 
esting small-talk; the pilot intro¬ 
duces himself to the first officer 
In Virginia, Ben Sliney begins 
his first day as national opera¬ 
tions manager at the FAA com¬ 
mand center; the first pressing 
order of business is sorting out 
the week’s flight delays. 

We all know what they are 
flying toward. The monotony 


will soon disrupt into chaos and 
tragedy, and writer/director 
Paul Greengrass makes the cru¬ 
cial decision not to patronize us 
with foreshadowing. For that 
matter, he employs none of the 
ordinary cinematic storytelling 
tricks. Music is sparse; there 
are no grandiose soliloquies or 
voice-overs. Indeed, most of the 
dialogue seems improvised. 
The terrorists aren’t shifly-eyed 
super villains. Even a sniff of 
this stuff would have sent the 
tasteless factor through the 
roof 

Greengrass smartly recog¬ 
nizes that there’s no need to 
present this film in that way. 
Instead, the story of 93 simply 
plays out, following the official 
outline of the events, filling in 
some 
invented 
details where 
necessary, and 
never cutting away to 
the other flights. Like on 
the day itself, we helplessly 
learn about the terrorists’ plot 
as it unfolds. We don’t see the 
first plane 
"strike the twin 
'towers; we just see 
'the smoke.when Sliney 
orders CNN be turned on, 
and react in horror when the 
images come through. 

It is generally believed that a 
40-minute delay in takeoff kept 
the hijackers of Flight 93 fttjm 
starting their attack on tima If 
they had, there probably would¬ 
n’t have been enough time for 
passengers to organize their 
counter-attack. Herded in the 
coach section, they pass infor¬ 
mation to each other garnered 
from telephone calls with loved 
ones on the ground. They grad¬ 
ually discover what has hap¬ 
pened and make the bold deci¬ 
sion to rush the cockpit and tiy 
to wrest control of the plane. 

The confusion of the day is 
conveyed through a shaking, 
unfocused lens. EJvery actor is a 
relative unknown and believ¬ 
able as a victim of circum¬ 
stances. Many of them aren’t 


even 
actors at all: Sliney 
is one of a handful who actually 
play themselves, nervously but 
to great effect 

Anyone who has seen this 
movie will tell you it was not 
easy to watch. Some may not 
wish to see it again soon. But 
it’s worth remembering the 
darkness we all felt five years 
ago, even if as we emerge from 
the theater into the daylight we 
still don’t see cleai'ly why it hap¬ 
pened. 
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We are extremely disappointed to learn that a small group of members has submitted a petition to recall our Board of Directors, 
which is a reckless and irresponsible act that is putting our credit union and our jobs at risk.

Jean Clark’s home sits several 
yards fix)m Canton Center Road. 
When it was built in 1941, it was 
meant to be the garage for a large 
Colonial home that was never 
constructed, because World War 
II began and resources were 
scarce 

“You couldn’t get materials,” 
said Henry Moore, who lives 
across the street from Clark. 
Clark’s parents, Moore 
explained, simply “built a house 
inside their garage.” 

Clark, 81, lives in the home 
alone now. Last year, the aging 
750 square foot structure got a 
new roof, sidewalks, furnace, 
sewer hookups, smoke detectors, 
a washing machine, clothes dryer 
and a refrigerator, as part of the 
inaugural Christmas in Action in 
Cantoa 

“It was just a phenomenal job 
last year,” said Jennifer Bell, 
Clark’s next door neighbor 


Christmas came again this 
weekend for Clark, as volunteers 
returned to install 145 feet of 
drain tiles and custom screens 
for her porch. 

“She just likes to sit there and 
watch the world go by,” said 
Moore. 

The little house was one of a 
half dozen homes chosen this 
year for repairs by total 
strangers: about 300 adults and 
area students, including the 25 
ninth graders who helped with 
Clark's new landscaping. 

In an area known for upscale, 
all-brick homes, Christmas in 
Action is an attempt to make sure 
those in the lower tax brackets 
aren’t forgotten. Clark wouldn’t 
be able to afford the repairs on 
her own: her total monthly 
income is just $640, Moore said. 

“It’s so different,” Clark said, 
smiling. “It’s wonderful.” 

Christmas in Action Wayne 
County was organized by Jim 
Cisek. Cisek started the Canton 
chapter in 2005. 


Bomb threat at 
NorA Middle ^hool 

School officials and Van 
Buren Township police continue 
to investigate a bomb threat that 
took place at North Middle 
School last week. 

According to Ofc. Ryan 
Bidwell, a school resource officer 
from the Van Buren Township 
Public Safety Department, the 
incident happened about 8 a.m. 
last Wednesday at the school. 

The words “it’s a bomb in 
school” were discovered written 
on the wall in a boy’s lavatory 
that morning and became a con¬ 
cern, Bidwell said. 

“We were contacted by the 
school about them finding a 
threat on the boys bathroom wall 
and the decision made between 
the administration and police 
was to evacuate the building 
immediately,” he said. 

A K-9 unit was brought into 
the school and no explosives 
were found. School resumed 
shortly after the building was 
determined to be safe, according 
to BidwelL 

School officials are offering an 
unspecified cash reward for any¬ 
one who has any information

about the incident Bidwell said 
police will continue to investi¬ 
gate and if any suspects are 
found, they will prosecute.

SHORT TITLE: This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the Amended 

Zoning Ordinance. 

SECTION 1: To rezone .63 acres on the east side of Wayne Road, South of Van 
Bom Road. 

DP#82-80-017-01-0109-001 from RIB Single Family Residential to 
C-2 General Business District.

SECTION 2: Severability . Should any word, sentence, phrase or any portion of this 
ordinance be held in any manner invalid by any court of competent 
jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to to do so for any 
reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and limited to 
such words, sentence, phrase, or any portion of the ordinance held to 
be so invalid and shall not be constmed as effecting the validity of any 
of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of this ordi¬ 
nance. 


SECTION 3: Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances adopted by the 
City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of this 
ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or inconsistency hereby 
expressly repealed. 

SECTION 4: Effective Date . This ordinance shall take effect upon publication there 
of in an official newspaper, which publication shall be made when the 
minutes passing the ordinance are published subject to revocation at 
will of the City of Romulus at any time.
